Whereas, The National Convention of 
Insurance Commissioners of the United 
States at the last annual meeting, Aug. 


socalled investment or security com es,

“Resolved, That we pledge ourselves to 
put forth our best endeavors in all prac- 
ticable and proper ways to put an end to 
this traffic, which we believe is pernicious 
and wholly indefensible and will result in 
widespread disa, intment and financial 
loss to the public, and the serious injury 
and demoralization of the legitimate in- 
surance business, doing a special harm to 
the legitimate progress and development 
of the smaller and younger companies; be 
it further 

“Resolved, That we recommend the 
passage by the various states of laws re- 
quiring that the capital stock of all in- 
surance corporations shall be fully paid 
up in cash before a charter is issued, and 
prohibiting the licensing to transact in- 
surance business of any corporation here- 
after formed if the expenses of its or- 
ganization and of placing its stock has 
exceeded five percent of the total contri- 
bution. by the stockholders.” 

Now be it resolved by the National As- 
sociation of Life Underwriters, in annual 
convention assembled, that we heartily in- 
dorse and adopt the said resolutions of 
the Wational Convention of Insurance 
Commissioners, and pledge our active aid 
and support to the commissioners in op- 
posing said pernicious traffic, and in 
seeking the passage of the said laws as 
to the character and licensing of insur- 
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ance companies; and be it further

IS MEETING AT FONTENAC 


WESTERN UNION IN SESSION 








State Rating Stirs Members—Compa- 
nies Want Matter In Own Hands 
—Fire Protection Work 





Frontenac, N. Y., Sept. 14.—(Special) 
—The Western Union is still seeking 
to adapt itself to the rapidly chang- 
ing conditions in the fire insurance 
business. It is now preparing to meet 
the demand for state regulation of 
rates and will probably be prepared to 
insist that the companies be allowed 
to make their own rates, while yielding 
to the public and the state insurance 
departments the right to know how 
those rates are made and the statistics 
upon which they are based. The ex- 
pense question will also be up for con- 
sideration, a special committee having 
been appointed to consider the refer- 
ences to, the subject made in President 
Lenehans address. He also cordially 
approved the work of the committee 
on publicity and education and urged 
its extension. 

The report of the governing commit- 
tee, presented by Chairman Walter H 
Sage, noted the numerous changes of 
an evolutionary character that are tak- 
ing place in the business, largely due 
to the legislation looking toward state 
regulation of rates. 

Reduce Charge for Night Work 
_ The committee suggested little leg- 
islation, its only resolution being one 
reducing the charge for night work 
from 25 percent to 10 percent This is 
because of the many improvements that 
have been made in lightning, the chief 
hazard of night work, since the 25 per- 
cent charge was fixed upon nearly a 
quarter of a century ago. Some charge 
is continued largely in order that the 
companies may through this be given 
notice of what is going on in their risks 

No recommendation for change was 
made on the relief rule. The commit- 
tee has carefully considered each case 
as it has come up and assured the mem- 
bers that all applications would receive 
prompt and sympathetic attention. The 
number of applications was slightly 
larger than for the corresponding pe- 
riod of last year, but this is due not 
so much to increased competition as 
to better obedience of the rule by mem 
bers, who are no longer helping them- 
selves to relief. 

Ten Towns Inspected 

The engineering department reported 
that ten towns had been investigated 
since the April meeting as to their wa- 
ter supply and fire protection, includ- 
ing Macomb, Galesburg, and Danville, 
in Illinois, Kalamazoo in Michigan, and 
others in Missouri and Oklahoma. The 
necessary improvements were pointed 
out in each case and six of the towns 
have already issued bonds to provide 
them. Eight towns have been rein- 
spected and the attention of the city 
authorities called to the need for fur- 
ther improvements. In a few cities, 
however, while the needs were urgent 
but little attention has been paid to 
them. A duplicate main was needed at 


Peoria, IIl., fire boat service at Duluth

NOT TO STAND FOR DONNELLY 


F. D. Prentice Tired of Being Made the 
Scapegoat in Ohio German 
Scandals 





Toledo, Ohio, Sept. 11.—(Special.)— 
In a signed statement, F. D. Prentice, 
formerly secretary of the Ohio German 
Fire, says he has stood for all the in- 
undoes and being the scape-goat for 
Judge M. Donnelly, president of the 
defunct Ohio German as long as he in- 
tends to. 

In the letter over his signature Pren- 
tice takes exceptions to the testimony 
relative to a dinner party in Cincinnati, 
in which it is sought to show that Cash- 
ier Grell of the Citizens’ State Bank 
was offered $500 for issuing $300,000 
false certificates of deposit. He says 
no such dinner was given at his home 
in Cincinnati and that he did not move 
there until more than five months after 
the company had been granted a li- 
cense to do business. 

The $300,000 certificates were issued 
in November, 1901, and taken he says, 
by Donnelly to Columbus, and just be- 
fore entering the office of the insurance 
commissioner, the certificates were 
given to Prentice by Donnelly to pre- 
sent to the insurance commissioner. 
After the commissioner had examined 
the certificates, they were returned to 
Prentice, who, in turn, gave them back 
to Donnelly. 

Prentice is ready, he says, to answer 
for his connection with the Ohio Ger- 
man affairs, but not for Donnelly.

EFFORTS OF NATIONAL BOARD 





“Utilized Resources” Important 
Those Still in the Ground— © 
Paper Read at St. Paul 





At the recent conservation congress 
at St. Paul, an address prepared by a 
committee of the National Board 
on the “Conservation of Utilized Re- 
sources from Destruction by Fire” was 
read. The address in part was as fol- 
lows: 


The present fire waste in this country 
is an unnecessary national calamity and 
to reduce it, it is essential 

“First: That the public should be 
brought to understand that property de- 
troyed by fire is gone forever and is not 
replaced by the distribution of insurance 
which is a tax collected for the purpose. 

“Second: That the states. severally 
adopt and enforce a building code which 
shall require a high type of safe con- 
struction, essentially following the code 
of the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers. 

“Third: That municipalities adopt or- 
dinances governing the use and keeping 
of explosives, especially inflammable 
commodities and other special hazards. 
such as electric wiring, the storing of 
refuse, waste, packing material, etc., in 
buildings, yards or area ways, and see 
to the enforcement of such ordinances. 

“Fourth: That the states severally es- 
tablish and support the office of fire mar- 
shal and confer on the fire marshal by 
iow the right to examine under oath and 
enter premises and to make arrests, mak- 
ing it the duty of such officer to ex- 

~fine into the cause and origin of all 
fires and when crime has been committed 
tegen the facts to be submitted to 
i! e ©rand jury or proper indicting body. 

Fifth: That in all cities there bea 
=, — Catetinct. nonpolitical fire 
de men adequate equi 
modern apparatus. . —- oa 

Sixth: That an adequate water system 
with proper distribution and pressure be 
installed and maintained. In the larger 
cities, a separate high pressure water sys- 
tem for fire extinguishment is an abso- 
lute necessity, to diminish the extreme 
imminence of general conflagrations.” 

Valuable Government Bulletin 

The publication by the United States 
Geological Survey of Bulletin 418, known 
as “The Fire Tax and Waste of Struc- 
tural Materials in the United States,” is 
worthy of high commendation and we be- 
lieve a wider distribution of this pamph- 
let and the preparation and dissemination 
annually of similar information will ma- 
terially serve to awaken the public to a 
realization of the enormous values in 
utilized resources which are destroyed by 
fire beyond recall and cause action to be 
taken by states, municipalities and indi- 
viduals to enact such laws and regula- 
tions as will make for the exercise of 
greater care and forethought in the pres- 
ervation of materials produced from our 
natural resources. It must be evident 
that the conservation of our forests and 
mines will fail of its full results if the 
utilized products therefrom are to con- 
tinue to be unnecessarily destroyed by fire 
to a degree that is a national disgrace. 

Work of National Board 

We share the pride of all our fellow 
citizens in the remarkable growth and 
prosperity of this country, in the exten- 
Sive building operations and in the in- 
creased commercial values, but, if we 
would conserve those natural resources 
which have been the principal foundations 
of our success, we submit that it is 
equally important to adopt and enforce 
such measures as will lessen the steadily 
and rapidly increasing fire waste of our 
utilized resources. 

The National Board has for years de- 
voted its energies and activities princi- 
pally to the reduction of the fire waste 
and the safeguarding of life and property. 
Standard rules and lists of hazardous and 
protective devices and materials are dis- 
tributed free of charge, the results of 
the tests conducted at the Underwriters’ 
Laboratories are made known to anyone 
evincing an interest, a model building 
code, prepared under the advice of ex- 
perts in construction and engineering; has 
been urged for adoption in every munici- 
pality of the country, and as a result our 
advice and cooperation is sought in the 
revision and adoption of the building laws 
of our cities. Under the immediate direc- 
tion of our committee on fire prevention, 
expert engineers investigate the fire- 
fighting facilities and structural condi- 
tions of our cities, submitting copies of 
the reports, with suggestions for im- 
provements, to the officials of the city 
visited and the press; the expense of the 
work of this committee alone, for the 
last six years, has amounted to $432,742. 

Strive for Safeguards 

We have persistently endeavored to in- 
fluence the introduction of improved and 
safe methods of building construction, to 
encourage the adoption of better fire pro- 


tective measures, to secure efficient or- 
ganization and equipment of fire depart- 


ments, with adequate and improved water 
systems, and to have adopted rules regu- 
lating the storage and handling of ex- 
plosives and inflammable products; and we 
contend that successful efforts along these 
lines will very largely lessen the fire 
waste of the utilized resources, the 
destruction of which at the rate of over 
$216,000,000 annually (1900-1909, inclu- 
sive) is one of the greatest drains upon 
our natural resources and one which can 
be corrected, if the nation, state, city and 
citizen will cooperate along the lines in- 
dicated above. 

No one organization can effect the 
needed reform. Since 1880 the population 
has increased 73 percent, while the fire 
loss for the same period increased 134 
percent. The National Fire Protection 
Association and the National Credit Men’s 
Association are spreading the doctrine of 
reform in the recklessness with which our 
utilized resources are destroyed by fire. 
Each organization should be encouraged. 
Membership in the former is open to all 
and in the latter to the business men and 
merchants of our cities. 

The work, however, is carried on with- 
out state or municipal cooperation and 
therein lies the chief reason of delayed 
success. 

Pire Marshals and Building Codes 


If the office of state fire marshal were 
created by every commonwealth, and that 
official and his deputies given power to 
enforce good fire prevention laws, investi- 
gate, and if necessary, prosecute cases of 
arson or criminal carelessness in the start- 
ing or spreading of fires, ascertain the 
cause of every fire, and by the distribution 
of literature educate the citizen to the 
need of care and forethought in the pro- 
tection of his property, a distinct con- 
serving of the utilized resources in that 
state would follow. 

If our municipalities will enact and en- 
force improved and safe methods of build- 
ing construction and cause the removal or 
reconstruction of existing structures 
which constitute, because of their con- 
struction, a menace of adjoining prop- 
erties, our cities will be freer from the 
imminent conflagration which now threat- 
ens them. Eliminate defective chimney 
flues, unprotected external and _ internal 
openings, excessive areas, weak walls, 
and combustible roofs; prohibit the stor- 
age of rubbish and demand the safe use 
and handling of dangerously inflammable 
liquids and oils; regulate the use of ex- 
plosives; and the destruction of our val- 
ues, created from the natural resources 
but enriched many fold by human toil, 
industry and skill, will be materially 
diminished. 

Form Public Committees 

he citizens of a community, as 
me... of their local civic bodies and 
boards of trade, will create in such or- 
ganizations a committee on fire preven- 
tion, whose duty it shall be to study the 
subject and awaken among their asso- 
ciates a realization of individual and 
communal responsibility, and if our 
boards of education will emulate the ac- 
tion of the state of Ohio in prescribing 
primal education of the school children 
as to the chemistry of fire, the causes of 
fires in our homes and how to guard 
against them, and how to extinguish incip- 
ient fires or hold them in check while 
awaiting the response of the fire depart- 
ment, a preparation will be made in that 
community which will check the con- 
stantly increasing fire waste. 

‘And so while this conference discusses 
and formulates policies for the conserva- 
tion of our natural resources, it should, 
at least, as representing the official, pro- 
fessional, commercial and industrial life 
of the nation, distinctly and emphatically 
advocate such regulation as will preserve 
those resources which are the embodiment 
of the thrift and industry of our people.

President 
Arnold’s years of service with the com- 
pany extend over about two thirds of 
its business life and he is still in har- 
ness.

NEW AUTOMOBILE RATES 

The Automobile Underwriters Asso- 
ciation, composed of company officers, 
has issued a new schedule of rates for 
automobile floaters, which will be ef- 
fective on new business Sept. 15 and on 
expirations after Oct. 1. There are 
two rate schedules sent out. Schedule 
A covers the New England states, 
Middle Department territory and the 
Western Union states. Schedule B 
covers Virginia, West Virginia, Ala- 
bama, Oklahoma, Mississippi, North 
Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Arkansas, 
Louisiana and South Carolina. 

The rates are graduated much more 
than formerly, according to amount of 
insurance carried, cost price of the car 
and the year made. In Schedule A, 
the minimum rate is 2% percent and the 
maximum 4% percent. In the higher 
priced cars the rate is less than for- 
merly. In schedule B, the minimum 
rate is 234 percent and the maximum 
5 percent.

Records of Companies Indicate No 
Great Amount of Unionization 
in Ohio 





Some of the nonunion field men have 
questioned the accuracy of the corre- 
spondent in a recent issue who stated 
that his observation showed him there 
was considerable unionization in prog- 
ress in Ohio. While in cases now and 
then, some agents have resigned their 
nonunion companies, it is equally true 
that about as many agents, if not just 
as many, have resigned their union com_ 
panies. The correspondent’s impres- 
sions seem to be incorrect after a 
rather close canvass of head offices of 
nonunion companies. They report but 
very little change going on among their 
Ohio agencies. When it comes to the 
subject of clearance, an agent figures 
it down to plain dollars and cents. If 
he has too much nonunion business to 
drop and let it get in the hands of 
competitors, he will not let go his 
nonunion companies. If his non-union 
business does not cut any great figure, 
he is likely to unionize. As a matter of 
fact it is six of one and a half dozen 
of the other. 

There are a number of nonunion com- 
panies these days that are liberal in 
lines and classes, just as valuable as 
an equal number of union companies. 
Both union and the better grade of non- 
union companies are working along 
moderate commission lines, trying to 
weed out the excess commission payer. 





Northern Case Unchanged 

Through vacation time little has been 
heard at Cleveland regarding the 
Northern, and the western office has 
not indicated its course for the future. 
However, it is understood that the 
question of its representation may be 
taken up again at an early date and 
some new disposition made of the mat- 
ter. The result is, of course, specula- 
tive, as the hope of the exchange 
members rests upon the policy of the 
company in the past to operate through 
regulation channels. In the meantime 
the Cleveland Insurance Agency has 
been its sole representative in the city 
and is giving it a good lot of business.

According to the best authority there 
is a better spirit in Detroit after the 
recent outing of the agents when they 
came together in a social way.

New Class of Buildings Being Con- 


structed at Detroit and Taken 
By Mutuals 

















Detroit local agents are interested 
in the new fire proof metal workers 
that are becoming popular in that city. 
Constructor Kahn who is putting up 
these structures is well-liked but he 
favors mutual insurance. These build- 
ings are from one to three stories 
high, built with steel and reinforced 
concrete, with elevator and stair open- 
ings well guarded. The buildings are 
regarded as even better business than 
ordinarily constructed buildings sprink- 
lered. These fire proof structures are 
not sprinklered. The eastern mutuals 
are writing them at a low rate. The 
Dean schedule makes a 40 cent rate on 
building and 65 cents on contents. 
Some of them carry no insurance. They 
will not be interested unless an at- 
tractive rate is made. There is no 
schedule for these risks. They really 
constitute a class in themselves. The 
Michiean Inspection Bureau is taking 
up the subject with the idea of seeing 
what can be done to hold the business 
for stock companies.

Sprinkler Equipments in Closed Eleva- 
tors Are Not Maintained— 
Companies Going Light 





While companies do not plunge 
heavily on sprinklered terminal eleva- 
tors of the old type of construction, 
they are at present watching closely 
even their moderate lines in some of the 
elevators in Minneapolis, owing to a 
recent inspection of same. Interior ele- 
vators 2 and 3; Monarch elevators 1 
and 2 and Great Western elevators 1 
and 2 have just been visited by sprinkler 
experts and “scare” reports furnished. 
On September 3d, Interior 2 and 3 were 
found locked up and no day watchman 
on duty, although it is reported that 
night watchman, reporting to A.D. T. 
Co., is still employed. No steam is 
maintained in boilers, hence fire pump 
is out of service; pressure tanks have 
been drained and all riser valves closed. 
Pump suction cistern is full and water 
therein could be used by steamers from 
Minneapolis, but such aid is not to be 
relied upon as it would be too late to be 
of much assistance. It is understood 
that these elevators are to remain 
closed and no fire protection maintained 
for at least the balance of this year, 
and should a fire occur, it would be 
charged to the lowest grade of 
sprinklered risks. Similar conditions 
were found to exist at the Monarch and 
Great Western elevators above men- 
tioned, and companies will go light until 
more favorable reinspection reports are 
made.

TAKE DOLL RAGS AND QUIT 


That Is What Some Kansas Agents 
Threaten If Commissions Are 
Reduced by Companies 











Leavenworth, Kan., Sept. 12.—(Spe- 
cial Correspondence.)—Some of the 
agents in Kansas representing non- 
union companies do not relish the idea 
of the formation of the Western Insur- 
ance Bureau. Apparently they see in it 
nothing that will be helpful to the busi- 
ness from the standpoint of the agent, 
but are inclined to view the organiza- 
tion of the bureau merely as a blind for 
the purpose of instituting “so-called” re- 
forms and practices that will mean 
nothing less than a general reduction in 
commissions. 

The shortsightedness of some of 
these agents does not permit them to 
see anything in the insurance business 
except the writing of a poicy and the 
pocketing of the resultant commission. 
The cataract before their eyes is the dol- 
lar which looms larger than the moon 
and is held too closely for anything else 
to be seen. Many of them do not real- 
ize their responsibility to the public. 
They do not appreciate the worth or 
growing necessity of the service they 
should render and which the public have 
a right to demand of them. This is not 
only true of some agents who may be 
affected by the organization of the 
Western Insurance Bureau, but applies 
to many agents of all classes. The be- 
lief is prevalent among many of them 
that commissions are already too low, 
and a few have expressed their deter- 
mination to retire from the business if 
any decrease in commissions should be 
authorized. 

No sorrowful regrets would follow 
the retirement of a large percentage of 
these misrepresentative agents, for the 
best interests of the business, of the 
public and of those agents who render 
a real service to the cause of fire pro- 
tection would be safeguarded and the 
legitimate insurance agent—the man 
who understands his business, knows 
what constitutes good advice to his 
clients and gives it to him—would be 
secure in his position as a public bene- 
factor. 

Many of the better agents seem to 
appreciate the fact that the signs of the 
times point unerringly to the need of 
intelligent application of the principles 
of scientific fire prevention and also to 
the sure elimination of the incompetent 
agent.

HucH CHALMERS, president of the 
CHALMERS Motor Company, in his address | 
before the NaTIonAL Lire UNDERWRITERS 
ASSOCIATION at Detroit, presented some | 
sound truths as to insurance advertis- | 

. . | 
ing. These, while applying to adver- | 
tising that reaches the public can well | 
be adapted to trade advertising. He | 
said that most of the advertising of life | 
companies that he had seen lacked viril- | 
ity. It tells no story. There is noth- | 
ing in it to appeal to men. The copy | 
gives assets, surplus and the officers. 
There is nothing especially attractive 
to the public in that presentment. 

Mr. CHALMERS says there must be a 
point of contact. Advertising must be 
so effective as to persuade men of the 
need of what is advertised. Copy must 
be strong and convincing. 

Advertising in trade papers loses 
much of its effectiveness because it has 
been given no thought. Insurance paper 
advertising is an appeal to agents. The 
mere name of a company, its officers 
and a few figures, tell but little. There 
must be something so potent in the 
portrayal of the company that agents 
feel they are lacking something unless 
they get it. All reputable companies 
have certain distinctions. They have 
some forceful points just as men have. 
These should be presented in insurance 
paper advertising. 





RECOMMENDATIONS 


THERE is probably no greater business 
abuse of the minor sort than the prac- 
tice of giving letters of recommendation 
to any man regardless of his merits. It 
is another form of business falsehood. 

President HuGcH CHaAtmers of the 
CHALMERS-DetrRoIT AUTOMOBILE COMPANY 
at the recent annual meeting of the 
NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF LIFE UNDER- 
WRITERS, spoke to the point on this sub- 
ject. He said that a man who sends in 
or has sent in a large number of letters 
of recommendation usually needs them. 
He is trying to stampede the employer 
or endeavoring to bolster up his weak- 
nesses. 

Mr. CHALMERS says he always finds 
it unwise to give out a letter of recom- 
mendation that can be used from time 
to time as his opinion of the person 
recommended may change.

OVERINSURANCE 


Two state insurance commissioners, 
in addition to the state fire marshals, 
have come out boldly and _ bluntly 
against the practice of some _ local 
agents in insuring property for more 
than it is worth. In many cases, agents 
insist in putting on more insurance than 
the property is worth and thus moral 
hazard is produced immediately. Com- | 
missioners HarTIGAN of Minnesota and | 
Darst of West Virginia have announced | 
that they will revoke the license of any | 
agent who is found to be wilfully guilty. | 

In this course, the two departments | 
should have the strongest support of | 
the companies. If an agent is willing | 
to saddle an amount of insurance on a | 
risk in excess of its value merely to get 
a larger commission, he is a dangerous 
man to be running about with policies. 
The companies themselves should de- 
capitate an agent without further no- 
tice who is found guilty of such prac- 
tices. The fire marshal reports re- 
peatedly have called attention to this 
condition. They can trace many in- 
cendiary losses to this cause. 

While the companies can not be held | 
responsible for this condition, certain 
it is that more alertness can be em- 
ployed with the idea of ridding the 
ranks of moral hazard producing agents. 
Field men should be instructed to 
watch for such representatives and not 
permit them to have their supplies. 

We commend the Minnesota and 
West Virginia officials for their move. 
It is step of importance and should be 
heartily encouraged by all honest insur- 
ance men.

Comment on Proposed 
Accident Policy Reforms 





(From a Staff Correspondent) 

New York, Sept. 10.—Those accident 
underwriters who are sanguine in be- 
lieving that any great changes in the 
business would be brought about by the 
work of the committee on frills are 
now beginning to show signs of dis- 
trust regarding the proposition as re- 
ported by the committee. This is not 
because there is any disbelief in the 
good faith of the individual members 
of the committee, but because of the 
fact that conflicting influences were 
found which checkmated the efforts of 
the others which sought to simplify the 
policy. ‘ 

There seems to be a sort of a feeling 
among some of the smaller companies 
that they are being discriminated 
against by some of the larger com- 
panies which are anxious to have the 
frills cut out from their policies sim- 
ply because they do not have them in 
theirs. In other words, if a majority 
of the companies can be made to con- 
form to the regular policy of one or 
two of the big companies all competi- 
tion would be thrown to the winds and 
the big companies involved would only 
have to talk strongly of quick payments 
and big surplus to corner most of the 
business. 

* * * 

Tt is undoubtedly expensive, particu- 
larly for the smaller companies, to 
carry so many frills in their contracts, 
but it is almost a necessity for them 
to have some superior talking points of 
this nature in competing with long- 
established companies with large 
amounts of business on their books. 
Well-informed underwriters regard the 
compromise report of the committee on 
frills, which was made at the recent 
meeting, as being diplomatic to be sure, 
but as being very little help in the way 
of reducing the cost of the business. 

It is now quite generally the opinion 
among underwriters here that the bene- 
ficial results of the Albany meeting 
will not amount to much in the long 
run, as it is almost impossible to make 
the executives of thirty-five or forty 
companies agree to any concerted ac- 
tion towards reducing the cost when 
each one has certain reasons for op- 
posing the ideas of a competitor. 

x * * 

Another factor which must be reck- 
oned with is the attitude of the insuring 
public, which has been spoiled by the 
liberality of the accident companies in 
adding to the benefits without increas- 
ing the cost of the insurance. The pol- 
icyholders would naturally not take 
kindly to any change towards restrict- 
ing their contracts, and even if all or a 
majority of the companies writing ac- 
cident insurance should agree to any 
concerted action, there is always the 
possibility that the new companies 
which are constantly springing up 
would stick to the frills in order to 
corner as much business as possible. 

After they had accumulated a sub- 
stantial quantity of business, it would 
then be time for them to think of the 
cost of the business and to agree to the 
action taken by the majority of the 
companies. However, this seems to be 
a remote contingency because a number 
of the smaller companies have made no 
bones in saying that they could not 
compete on anywhere near even terms 
with companies with established busi- 
ness like the Fidelity & Casualty, the 
Continental Casualty, the Travelers, or 
the Aetna Life. Although acknowl- 
edging that the step towards the elim- 
ination of frills is undoubtedly in the 
right direction, they could not afford, 
they think, to take the chance of hav- 
ing their business all taken away from 
them.

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CHALMERS GIVES POINTERS 


ANALYSIS OF SALESMANSHIP | 





Detroit Man Gives Principles Learned | 
in Brilliant Career—Some Faults 
of Life Salesmen 





One of the best addresses for life 
men that has been delivered in a long 
while was the one made before the Na- 
tional Association of Life Underwriters 
at the Detroit convention by Hugh 
Chalmers, president of the Chalmers 
Motor Car Company of Detroit. Mr. 
Chalmers has had a brilliant career as 
manager of institutions distinguished 
for selling ability, and he has clearly 
analyzed the problems of life insurance 
salesmanship. Part of his address was 
as follows: 


If I were asked to define salesmanship 
in the shortest possible way, I would say 
in a sentence that it is to make the 
other fellow feel as you do about the 
thing you have to sell. It is appealing to 
men’s minds; it is changing men’s minds 
to agree with your own. It is throwing 
thoughts at a man by which you hope to 
bring his mind into accord with yours on 
any subject. 

Now life insurance comes under the 
head of difficult salesmanship, because 
you are selling something intangible; you 
are selling something that a man in most 
cases has to die to get the benefit of, 
and even then he doesn’t get the benefit, 
but_others do. “So that I say the hardest 
kind of salesmanship is to convince a man 
to do something which doesn’t always 
directly benefit him. It isn’t like buying 
something tangible that he can see and 


Teel. 
Value of Advertising 


There are many ways of getting hold 
of prospects, but I think that most in- 
surance companies have overlooked the 
best way, which is advertising, or pub- 
licity, if you please. Now advertising is 
nothing but salesmanship. The two are 
identical, except that in advertising you 
are talking to thousands of people at a 
time, while a salesman usually talks but 
to one or two people at a time. In other 
words, advertising conducts a _ public 
school while salesmanship gives indi- 
vidual lessons. The object of advertising 
and salesmanship is to teach people to 
believe in you and what you have to sell, 
so that the word “teaching” is a sub- 
stitute for both advertising and sales- 
manship, because when you get right down 
to the bedrock of the thing, teaching is 
what we do when we sell goods or when 
we advertise, and teaching is what you 
must do to convince any one that you are 
right. You teach them to see things your 


way. 
Good “Copy” Essential 

It seems to me that advertising can 
be written that it will be so strong and so 
convincing in character that it will cause 
men to send fot the Jife insurance man, 
because they will realize that it is more 
dangerous to be without life insurance 
than fire insurance and that far more 
serious consequences \will result from 
neglect of life insurance than would re- 
sult from the neglect of fire insurance. 
A man never buys until he is convinced. 
He is not convinced until he understands. 
He won’t understand until you talk in a 
way that anybody without an education 
can understand. You won’t have to worry 
about the educated if you talk so the un- 
educated can understand. That is where 
sO many salesmen fall down. They don’t 
talk in a way that people can understand. 
People don’t tell the salesman they don’t 
understand, but they don’t buy. 


Talk from Public Viewpoint 

The public needs education about in- 
Surance. Write and talk from the public 
point of view. It is all right in insur- 
ance copy to talk about paid-up features, 
impossibility of default, and to show why 
the company is strong, and why the 
policies will be paid, but above all the 
most convincing thing to me about in- 
surance would be to point out the benefits 
that others have received. 

Life insurance comes under the heading 
of difficult salesmanship because you must 
appeal to a man’s good qualities, his un- 
selfishness, his love of family, because 
he must die to realize on his insurance, 
and then some one else gets it, and be- 
cause when he signs his checks for the 
premiums he sees no visible returns. 

I dwell on this matter of advertising 
because I think it is the one weak thing 
in the insurance business—that the copy 
is not of a convincing character and that 
there is not enough of it. 

The question of getting life insurance 
Salesmen and hardline them is the same, 
“* course, as gettt and handling any 
other salesmen, and it all comes under the 





heading of Employment, Training and 








Supervision. 

never claimed to be an expert on 
sizing up men and never claimed to be 
successful in hiring a majority of men 
who would succeed. I always make it a 
point never to employ unsuccessful men 
if I can help it, because if men were un- 
successful in other businesses I have no 
reason to believe they would succeed in 
our business. I never employed unsuc- 
cessful men and expected them to succeed 
for the same reason that I never broke 
an egg at one end found it bad and then 
broke it at the other end and found it 
good. I usually found it pretty much the 
same all the way through. 

Training Aid to Success 

Next to employing good men is the 
importance of training these men. I be- 
lieve many a man who failed would have 
succeeded if he had had the proper train- 
ing. I can conceive of no business where 
training would be quite as valuable as 
it would be in the life insurance business. 
You can teach your salesmen so much 
about the business that will put them 
six months or a year ahead of where they 
would be if they depended upon their own 
ability to pick up this knowledge from 
their their daily experiences. I have 
always been impressed with the insurance 
man who knew his business and who 
didn’t have to go to the main office to be 
able to answer a question put to him. 
Proper training will equip him to meet 
nearly all objections. 

I always believed in publicity of sales- 
men’s work because men will often work 
for honor where they won’t work for 
money. They like to stand at the head 
of the list and they work harder to have 
their name printed at the top, or near 
the top, merely because it is printed and 
sent out, than for any other reason. 

I believe in offering prizes for good 
work when the business is of such char- 
acter as justifies it. 

Qualities of Successful Salesmen 

After all, the question of success or 
failure as a salesman in the life irsur- 
ance business is one of personal equation, 
the same as in anything else, and there 
are certain well-defined qualities that 
make for success in any business. I have 
given considerable thought to these quali- 
ties and I believe that the principal quali- 
ties necessary to success on the part of 
any man in business, regardless of his 
vocation, are about as follows: 

Health 

Honesty 

Ability 

Initiative 

Knowledge of the Business 

Tact 

Sincerity 

Industry 

Open-Mindedness 

Enthusiasm 

Health and Habits 

Into the question of a salesman’s health 
enter the things he shouldn't do. The 
greatest thing that bothers us all is our 
habits. I refer particularly to the subject 
of eating, drinking and smoking too much. 

A salesman’s mind should be on the 
qui vive all the time. Just like a race 
horse, he should be ready to go when the 
bell sounds. Now every man knows he 
is better off if he doesn’t drink at all. 
But if a man wants to take a drink or 
two, he should not do it in the daytime. 
A business man particularly should not 
take a drink until after six o’clock in 
the evening. I know of nothing that will 
so unfit a man for business as a drink or 
two in the middle of the day, because at 
two or three o’clock in the afternoon he 
is lazy and heavy and unfit for work. 


Honesty and Ability 


In speaking of honesty, I don’t refer to 
it in the baser sense, because a man is 
nothing short of a fool nowadays who 
is not absolutely honest. There are three 
kinds of honesty, Legal, Moral and In- 
herent. But honesty goes further than 
inst what a man does. Honesty means 
what a man thinks as well as what he 
does. After all, gentlemen, there is only 
one man in the world who knows whether 
a man is honest and that is himself. 
Whether you are honest or not is some- 
thing that only you in the depths of your 
heart can tell. But I give it to you as 
good sense, and business logic that hon- 
esty in all things must be the rule of all 
men if they are going to succeed. I tell 
you it is a good thine that some men are 
dishonest, because if they were honest, 
coupled with their natural ability, you 
and I wouldn’t have much of a chance. 

In regard to abilitv, I have found in my 
limited experience that most men have 
two arms, two legs, two eyes. two ears, 
a nose and a mouth, and considering their 
heicht, they weigh about the same. Now, 
what makes the difference between one 
man and another? Nothing but brain 

er. That’s all 
Initiative 

Tt has been my experience that there 
are but three kinds of men in the world— 
first, the kind von have to tell once to 

> thing and you can bet your life it 
will be done. The second is the kind you 
have to tell three or four times, and the 
third is that great business producing, 
creative lot of men who don’t have to 


be told at all. They have initiative. 
They know what to do and they go ahead 
and do it. Dewey had initiative when 
he cut the cable at Manila, because he 
Was on the ground and knew better what 
to do than the men at Washington did. 
Knowledge of the Business 

On the question of knowledge of busi- 
ness; I have always noticed that the 
lawyer who reads the most law books 
and keeps up to date on law, is, as a rule, 
the best lawyer. The insurance salesman 
who can tell you offhand how much in- 
surance should cost at your age always 
makes a favorable impression. 

I remember onc of being in Germany 
at a salesman’s convention, and there 
was one man there who had been banner 
agent for three years in succession. In 
awarding him the prize at the convention 
I asked him to tell to other agents why 
he had led all the rest for three years. 
He could not have answered better if 
he had talked a day, and yet he answered 
in practically one sentence when he said, 
“I defy anyone in all Germany to ask 
me a question about my business that I 


cannot answer.” That was the _ great 
secret of his success. 

‘i Tact Is Not “Jolly” 

Tact, the next quality, is that rare 


trait which enables a man to know how 
to deal with his fellow men. Tact is 
something it is pretty hard to give a 
man. He must cultivate it himself. Some 
people mistake tact for “jolly.” A man 
who can jolly you into something isn’t 
always tactful; he is merely expedient. 
He has done the most expedient thing at 
this time, perhaps, but he probably hasn't 
been honest with you. So don’t mistake 
the thing. Tact would not jump out of a 
window unless he saw a soft pillow at 
the bottom. It is pretty hard to describe 
it, but we all know that tact is a great 
quality to possess. 
Unconscious Effect of Sincerity 

Sincerity is that rare quality which not 
only makes friends, but holds them. You 
can tell from the way men talk whether 
they are sincere or not. Men are affected 
by everything you say or do. You know 
that throwing thoughts at a man is noth- 
ing more nor less than throwing some- 
thing tangible at him. Now, gentlemen, I 
claim it is impossible to throw insincere 
thoughts at a man and have him catch 
sincere thoughts. Men are unconsciously 
affected by the sincerity or insincerity 
of the man they are dealing with; so I 
believe in being sincere in all things. In- 
sincerity has taken a few orders, but in- 
sincerity never held a job long. 

Industry and Open-Mindedness 

As regards industry, I think the man 
who coined that sentence, “always on the 
job” did a good day’s work, because in- 
dustry is a great thing. Keep busy. Keep 
your clerks busy. Teach them to do their 
work right. 

Open-mindedness is the willingness to 
take suggestions. The man who knows it 
all is standing on a banana peel placed 
there by a fool-killer who is waiting just 
around the corner. We should all be will- 
ing to receive suggestions. The man who 
is doing the work every day is the man 
who is best of all able to tell you how to 
improve it. 

Enthusiasm the Fusing Heat 

As to enthusiasm, a man might have 
honesty, health, ability, initiative, know- 
ledge of the business, tact, sincerity, in- 
dustry and open-mindedness, but without 
enthusiasm he would only be a statue. 
Enthusiasm is the white heat that fuses 
all of these qualities into one effective 
mass. 

I love to see enthusiasm. A man should 
be enthusiastic about that in which he is 
interested. I would not give two cents 
for a man who works for money alone. 
The man who doesn’t get some comfort 
and enthusiasm out of his daily work is 
in a bad way. Some men are almost irre- 
sistible—you know that—it is because en- 
thusiasm radiates from their expression, 
seams from their eyes and it is evident 
in their actions. Enthusiasm is that thing 
which makes a man boil over for his busi- 
ness, for his family, or for anything his 
heart is in. So I say enthusiasm is one 
of the great things a man can have. 

Paultg of Life Men 

I believe that some of the faults of in- 

surance men have met are as follows: 

They are entirely too technical. 
They will talk about things they under- 
stand but that the prospect knows nothing 
about, such as endowment, tontine, old 
line, straight life, etc. 

(2) They are over-persistent. Some do 
bore busy business men because they 
don’t knew when to make the approach 
or to leave the prospect. 

(3) There is too much 
among life insurance men. “Knocking” 
never pays. A knocker, properly de- 
scribed, is a thing that hangs outside a 


“knocking” 


door. It doesn’t pay to “knock” a com- 
petitor. If you are asked about some 
other insurance man’s proposition, say 


something favorable about it and then 
show the advantage of your own policies. 

(4) Over-selling. Trying to sell a man 
more insurance than he can properly 
earry, which often results in great harm 
to the insurance business. 

‘5) Some salesmen don’t cive the other 
fellow a chance to talk at all. Many men 
wy I sell themselves if not talked out 
o \ 

(6) Too many propositions and options, 





which are confusing. 


TALK BY ELBERT HUBBARD 
NOW A LIFE INSURANCE MAN 


East Aurora Publicist Addresses De- 
troit Convention—Aphorisms and 
Epigrams—A $500,000 Man 


Elbert Hubbard, who has joined the 
life insurance ranks and is now writing 
advertisements for the Equitable of 
New York, was asked to speak at the 
life underwriters’ convention at Detroit 
on the subject of “Advertising and 
Salesmanship.” He told a little about 
advertising, but the principal interest 
was in Hubbard. The following is ex- 
tracted from his speech: 


A bee alone makes no honey, a bee 
alone has no intelligence but the hive of 
bees has a great and magnificent intelli- 
gence. The measure of your sanity is 
your ability to cooperate with other men. 
The measure of your intelligence is the 
realization that you are a part of the 
whole and a necessary part of the whole 
You are a divine molecule in the mass and 
while you are an individual you succeed 
only as you work for the good of all 
Hate and revenge and doubt are all 
symptons of uric acid in your ego and 
to be healthy you must have a good 
forgettery as well as a good memory 
A beneficiary of a life insurance policy is 
the man upon whose life it is written. 
We learn through experience and one of 
the things that the world has learned is 
that nothing goes but honesty. Within 
your time and mine we have come to 
the conclusion that life is too short for 
duplicity, for liars must have good memo- 
ries and a lie is friction, it gnaws. 

A $500,000 Man 

I am sorry my friend Woods is not 
here from Pittsburg because I want 
Woods to prove for me a thing which I 
am going to tell you. I know Woods 
landed a policy for just one half million 
on one of these advertisements. The man 
he landed when he read the advertisment 
in this magazine wrote to Paul Morton 
asking why he paid for good space ad- 
vertising Elbert Hubbard. He said “Is 
he such an important factor in your mind 
as this?” Paul Morton sent this man a 
lettergram of fifty words, saying, “Your 
letter received. We advertise Elbert Hub- 
bard in order that you may write to us 
and ask us why we advertise Elbert Hub- 
bard. Our agent will call on you to- 
morrow morning at ten thirty and explain 
in detail.” Woods called on this man 
the next morning. The man was inter- 
ested in the advertisement and sat down 
and wrote a letter. Now, this advertise- 
ment had a point that this man had 
never considered. He carried a little life 
Msurance to provide for his dear ones 
but he could not interest his wife in life 
insurance because she said: “Bill, I can't 
think of the time when you will be 
absent” and she would not listen to it. 

Nothing About Parting 

But when this man read this advertise- 
ment he did not find a word in it about 
death and separation. That sad subject 
of parting was kept out of his mind and 
another view of life insurance was put 
before him and the life insurance agent 
got the man who wrote the letter to Paul 
Morton to telephone up for his wife to 
go with them to lunch and they would 
talk it over. 

This woman said to Bill, “I wonder if 
you could get $500,000 dollars on_ your 
life.” She said, “You are a_ decent 
fellow and I know it but everybody does 
not know it,” and the idea grew on her 
that she could love this man still more 
if she realized that the world had placed 
its commercial stamp on him and marked 
him, “$500.000. O. K.” “You can get five 
thousand on your life,” she said, “but 
when you ask for $25,000 or $50,000 then 
these chemical fellows get after you, don't 
they?” The woman said, “Perhaps you 
ean’t stand the chemical test?” And 
Bill says, “By God, I am a $500,000 man 
and I will prove it to you. Where is that 
application?” 

Three Words That Rule Us 

There are three words that rule us and 
these words are mutuality, reciprocity and 
cooperation. You help me and I'll help 
you. I will not be here so very long and 
soon death may render us unable to 
labor longer and we are going to help one 
another while Wwe may. We are not 
efraid to die but we are not preparing to 
die—we are preparing to live. I would 
live today as if I were going to live for- 
ever and I would live today as if I were 
to die tonight. If you knew you were 
going to die tonight you would not go 
into another business. I am in the life 
insurance business myself but am not 
one of those one-timers who wants to 
get a commission on my father’s policy 
but I am working for a life insurance 
company and I put my heart into the 
work and I am proud of my company. 

Corporation Will Live 

We shall die, we know, but we oblit- 
erate chance through the corporation, the 
idea of the Romans who provide for the 
perpetuation of the world. No single man 





could do it. This is what the life tn- 
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surance cOmpany does and this company 
will live on and on and when my voice 
has ceased to vibrate, when my eye no 
longer sees, when my hands are folded 
forever and every man in the world to- 
day has been laid away in his last long 
sleep, this company will live on and on 
and on. The idea of the corporation, the 
binding together of the many, does for 
the individual what the individual can 
never do for himself.

Detroit, Mich., Sept. 10.—The annual 
convention of the National Association 
of Life Underwriters which closed its 
three days meeting here tonight with an 
elaborate banquet, will be remembered 
chiefly for the variety and brilliance of 
the addresses. The speechmaking was 
in advance of what has been presented 
on former occasions. The work of 
getting the eminent gentlemen to ad- 
dress the life underwriters was in the 
hands of E. J. Clark, chairman of the 
executive committee, Chas. J. Edwards 
of Brooklyn and F. E. McMullen of 
Rochester, N. Y., both ex-presidents. 

Chicago won the 1911 convention in 
a walk-a-way. The big delegation from 
the big city, had been laying plans for 
weeks to capture it. They executed 
many shrewd movements, anticipating 
that some other city would bid for the 
honor. They came here with blue 
badges which they industriously pinned 
to every man that would wear one. 
They also had pencils distributed so 
that the delegates could “Mark down 
the next convention for Chicago.” Chi- 
cago headquarters were opened pre- 
sided over by the genial Jules Girardin, 
president of the Chicago association. 
And when the time came, with that in- 
effable smile that would attract any 
convention, Mr. Girardin, formally ex- 
tended an invitation. It was accepted 








without any opposition. It was too 

easy to suit the Chicago crowd who 

really wanted something of a “scrap.” 
Powell Was Unanimous Choice 

Henry J. Powell, manager of the 
Equitable of New York, had no opposi- 
tion when the vote was taken in the 
nominating committee for the presi- 
dency. M. W. Mack, general agent of 
the Northwestern Mutual at Cincinnati. 
was spoken of in the early stages of 
the convention. He was not an avowed 
candidate but would have accepted the 
place if the convention desired him. 
When it was found Mr. Powell had 
decided to allow his name to be used. 
Mr. Mack gracefully retired but he wili 
be excellent future timber. 

Mr. Powell has made an excellent 
vice-president. He is a strong associa- 
tion man and representative of the best 
in the south. He has the distinction of 
being the first vice-president who has 
presented an official report at an an- 
nual meeting. 

President Whittington’s administra- 
tion has been a pronounced success. 
He received a grand ovation at the last 
session of the convention, which must 
have touched him deeply. He presided 
well, has a splendid voice, second only 
to the stentorian vocal machinery of 
Secretary W. Waite, who retires 
from the office to the deep regret of 
all. 

Detroit and Its Hospitality 

Detroit as a host was ideal. This is 
a wonderful city in the character and 
potency of its people, its beauty, its 
wealth of water ways, its magnificent 
parks, and its hospitality. In Detroit, 
life is certainly worth living. 

The only criticism that can be made 
on this convention was the length of 
the banquet program. It was entirely 
too long. When Toastmaster Whitting- 
ton closed the proceedings by shouting 
“Chicago,” it was after midnight. All 
the talks were good but when men and 
women are physically and mentally 
fatigued, time grinds heavily. This is 
a matter future committees should 
watch with a zealous eye. 

Hugh Chalmers and Geo. T. Wilson 

Perhaps the most satisfying address 
from the practical point of view was 


that by Hugh Chalmers of this city, |: 
the automobile king. He was the or- |’ 


ganizer of the National Cash Register 
Company, and knows salesmanship 
from the ground floor up. He carries 
$600,000 life insurance himself. His 
sincerity pleased the listeners. He is a 
young man, a profound business thinker, 
a believer in building permanently. 

He is accustomed to talking and has 
a pleasing address on the platform. 
It will pay every life man to read Mr. 
Chalmers address and then read it 
again once in a while. 

One of the agreeable features of the 
meeting was the appearance of Vice- 
President Geo. T. Wilson of the 
Equitable of New York. Mr. Wilson 
has not been well known to convention 
attendants other than by reputation. 
Now he is a friend of all who met him 
at Detroit. What Mr. Wilson said 
was not new. On paper it may have 
appeared somewhat commonplace. 
Touched by the fire of his personality, 
illuminated with his smile, enriched by 
his illustration and story, made impos- 
ing by his poetical quotations, his pub- 
lic addresses are the “taking” kind. It 
is the finest example of the power and 
graciousness of a wonderful personality. 
He has a magnetism in his speech, a 
force that carries his words to the 
mind and heart. Mr. Wilson is a man 
of culture and reading. This fact came 
out frequently in his convention ad- 
dress and banquet talk. That a man of 
his type is able to enthuse agents goes 
without saying. 

Hubbard, Barry and Ross 

Elbert Hubbard is always interesting. 
He touches the danger line of indis- 
creetness at times in talking to a mixed 
audience, but his epigrams are pungent 
and some of his philosophy is satis- 
fying. He rambles over a wide field, 
does considerable self-advertising, is 
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tinique in his expression, full of humor 
and emanates the spirit of human 
brotherhood. There will always be dif- 
ferences of opinion concerning the phil- 
osopher of East Aurora but he will 
never fail to get an audience. 

Commissioner Barry of Michigan is 
not unknown to insurance meetings. 
There is no supervising official so well 
known nor one better liked. He is 
replete with story. In fact he carries 
a rapid firing gun that discharges 
anecdotes as fast as the trigger can be 
pulled. At the banquet he was all 
humorous but at the convention he 
dwelt with the work of state super- 
vision in a practical way and pleased 
the underwriters by his utterances. 

Sir Geo. W. Ross, president of the 
Manufacturers Life of Canada, spoke 
while seated owing to an affliction of 
his legs. He appeared after Elbert 
Hubbard and was at some disadvantage 
in consequence. Sir George gave a 
thoughtful paper on insurance condi- 
tions in the Dominion and his elucida- 
tion of the features of the new Canadian 
laws was very clear. He is a man who 
knows his business and left a fine im- 
pression on the convention. 

Baldwin is Elected President 

The executive committee met after 
the adjournment of the convention and 
elected Percy V. Baldwin, manager of 
the Travelers at Boston as chairman. 
Mr. Baldwin is the successor of the 
late Stephen F. Woodman, one of the 
big men of the association in the past. 

There was but little legislation. 
Aside from the resolution respecting 
the promotion of new companies, there 
was none presented. The meeting was 
not, therefore a legislative one. 

The five minute topic discussions 
were in charge of J. E. Meyers, man- 
ager of the Aetna Life at Minneapolis. 
He presided during this part of the 
program and is a master hand at it. 
While the discussions were of interest 
all the time, the men did not really get 
into the spirit of them until the final 
session Saturday afternoon. During 
that session there was enthusiasm and 
some practical suggestions. At other 
times, there was considerable beating 
the air and more or less generalities. 

Largest Banquet in Its Career 

At the banquet President Whitting- 
ton was toastmaster. It was the largest 
affair in the history of the association, 
there being 261 seated at the tables. 
Commissioner Barry in the absence of 
Governor Warner extended the wel- 
come. 

Rev. Geo. Elliott of North Woodward 
M. E. Church talked on “The Moral 
Aspect of the Law of Average.” The 
taking of life insurance, he said, was 
turning the uncertainty of individual 
existence into the certainty of corporate 
existence. This is the fact the agent 
should impress on his prospects. Life 
insurance is not a money making 
proposition but it is a system to elim- 
inate life’s uncertainties. If men were 
“average men,” they would not need 
to take insurance because they would 
know just about how long they would 
live and could handle their own money 
but it is the endless varieties in human 
life, that make its mysteries. There 
are too many variations to make it safe 
for the individual to take a chance. 

Geo. T. Wilson’s Talk 

Vice-President Wilson of the Equit- 
able congratulated the business on the 
entrance of women into it. He said 
in Boston and Pittsburg especially, the 
women agents are becoming a factor 
and their influence is ennobling. In 
the relationship of the executive to the 
field and the general agent to the

Cc. W. Pickell’s Address 

C. W. Pickell, manager of the Mas- 
sachusetts Mutual in Detroit read a 
well prepared paper showing the prog- 
ress of the association. It is the open 
forum for discussion and interchange 
of views. There is no secrecy to it. 
Men can give and listen to experience, 
philosophy and prophecy. Local asso- 
ciations get inspiration and encourage- 
ment from the National body. The as- 
sociation should be alive to legislation 
in different states. There should be 
no desire to dictate but life men should 
feei free to give suggestions. Agents 
should prepare public sentiment. In 
the association movement men get to- 
gether and try to eliminate evils. There 
is more co-operation today than ever. 

Voice from Canada 

E. R. Machum, of St. Johns, N. B., 
who was president of the Canada as- 
sociation during the year just closed, 
told of the growth of the movement 
in fhe Dominion. He has traveled from 
one end to the other and there has 
been a 100 per cent increase in member- 
ship. He thinks Canada has an ad- 
vantage in its federal control of in- 
surance although this point of federal 
authority is now being contested in 
the supreme court. If the suit is de- 
cided against the government, the life 
men hope to prevail on the provinces to 
pass as nearly uniform regulations as 
possible. Mr. Machum declared that 
the solicitors should be members of 
local associations. There are some 
50,000 licensed life agents in Canada 
and the United States and yet but 3,000 
are identified with the local associations 
in the two countries. Here is an oppor- 
tunity for missionary work. He as- 
serted there must be an increase of 
power among the associations. The 
rank and file must be enthused. 

W. T. Gage, general agent of the 
Northwestern Mutual in Detroit, spoke 
on “Possibilities and Probabilities of 
the Future.” It was a “goodnight” talk 
with a reference to the great future 
before honest and capable life insur- 
ance men. 

The new president, Henry J. Powell, 
had the last word in which he asked 
the co-operation of the men in every 
association. 

Convention Boomers on Hand 

There were convention boomers on 
hand. The Chicago delegation pulled 
for the 1911 meeting every where. 
Aside from President Girardin of the 
association there were three other Chi- 
cago officers present—Vice-President 
H. C. Castor, Secretary R. F. Palmer 
and Treasurer H. S. Dale. The Mem- 
vhis delegation was active fur the 1912 
meeting. It is a new association but is 
very much in evidence. 

As 1915 will take the Panama-Pacific 
International Exposition to San Fran- 
cisco, the life men of that city are after 
the National convention for that year. 
The San Francisco association has 
agreed to purchase $25,000 in stock of 
the exposition. W. L. Hathaway of the 
Mutual Life and Editor Will G. Taf- 
finder of the Pacific Underwriter came 
from San Francisco to boom the town 
for 1915.

A few 
weak ones have combined, but there has 
been no loss. 
Law as to Advances 

The Canada laws allow no advances 
except against commissions and ex- 
pénses. No great amount can be ad- 
vanced except securities are given as a 
guarantee against loss. No advances 
can be included in the assets. The 
Canada anti-rebating law is very strict. 
No private contract with agents can 
be made without the knowledge of the 
directors. The Canada law prescribes 
certain fundamental  standard- pro- 
visions. Profits can be distributed an- 
nually or not for a longer period than 
quinquenially. If dividends are de- 
ferred, they must be accounted for at 
least every five years, accredited to each 
policy and carried as a liability. 

Taxation in Canada 

In Canada, the total taxes last year 
was $381,000. Taxes are levied by local 
provinces. The total amount is less 
than one percent, a striking contrast to 
the United States tax system. 


GEORGE T. WILSON'S PAPER 


Effect of Mental Attitude on Work of 
Life Agents 








_ Goerge T. Wilson, second vice-pres- 
ident of the Equitable Life of New 
York, delivered an address on “Mental 
Attitude.” He said in part: 

The mental attitude of the field worker 
is one of the chief factors in securing 
results. A man of only ordinary natural 
gifts and representing a small company 
will, if he thoroughly believes in him- 
self, in his company and its policies, se- 
cure better results than abler men in 
whose minds doubts exist as to their 
own abilities and the merits of the com- 
panies they represent, although such 
companies may be in the first rank. In 
both cases the impelling force is nothing 
but an attitude of the mind. 

All in Mental Attitude 


What is initiative—the ability to think 
and create—but a mental attitude? Yet 
initiative is one of the most important 
contributing factors in achieving success. 

What is energy but a mental attitude? 
There are many instances of men of frail 
physique and indifferent health accom- 
plishing far better results than many with 
strong bodies and robust constitutions, 
simply because of the mental attitude 
which influences and controls their res- 
pective actions. 

hat are determination, perseverance 
and enthusiasm but mental attitudes? 

It is the mental attitude which makes a 
man early or late to his office; his mental 
attitude which keeps him in his office or 
drives him out to seek for new lives; his 
mental attitude which permits him to 
drift along without any useful creative 
thought, or constantly encourages him to 





think out fresh ways and means of se- 
curing new applications or of getting into 
touch with new prospects; his mental at- 
titude which enables him to get over or 
around obstacles, difficulties, trials, 
troubles and tribulations instead of 
weakly succumbing to them. 
Determination Against Setbacks 

The experienced underwriter always 
carries with him as a part of his mental 
outfit, an accurate estimate of that pro- 
portion of his total cases which will be 
declined during the year and of that pro- 
portion of his cases for which he will 
be unable to obtain settlements, and con- 
sequently when a case is declined or the 
applicant refuses or is unable to pay the 
premium, his mind is fully prepared for 
just such a contingency—in fact, expects 
it—and therefore it is unable to adversely 
affect his mind, leaving him undisturbed 
to devote himself to other cases. What 
is this ability to anticipate and then ig- 
eee Sees conditions but a mental atti- 
tude? 

Then there is the all important ques- 
tion of the influence of the state of the 
agent’s mind upon the mind and actions 
of the prospect at the time of the inter- 
view. It is hardly an exaggeration to 
say, admitting sufficient means and good 
health, that the action of a man who is 
being canvassed will depend more upon 
the mental state of the agent’s mind, 
more especially upon the measure of 
quiet determination and strong conviction 
it contains, than upon any other circum- 
stances. 

Success Depends on Mental Attitude 

The process of writing life insurance 
starts off with a mental determination to 
obtain results no matter how much work 
is entailed. 

This mental condition drives a man to 
think out and initiate new plans for se- 
curing business. Drives him to adopt a 
systematic plan of work in order to save 
valuable time. Drives him to undertake 
all the necessary work which is entailed 
in finding and interviewing new prospects 
every day, and drives him to do all the 
necessary work which investigation of 
his prospect and thorough preparation of 
his case demand, in order that he may 
exert the proper influence over his mind 
at the critical moment. 

It is safe to say that there is no occu- 
pation in existence in which success de- 
pends in ter measure upon the mental 
attitude than in that of life underwriting. 


Reduce Capital Stock 

The St. Louis National Life has 
called a meeting of stockholders for 
Nov. 3, to act on a proposition to re- 
duce the capital from $200,000 to 
$100,000, and also to reduce the par 
value of shares from $100 to $10. The 
company is somewhat impaired and 
great pressure has been brought on 
Superintendent Blake of Missouri to 
apply for a receiver. E. S. Lewis, vice- 
president and treasurer, and G. 
Sutherland, who holds the stock con- 
trol, declare that there is no intention 
of turning the company over to the 
Citizens National Life of St. Louis,

COMMISSIONER BEEDLE’S VIEW 





Takes a Whack at New Company Pro- 
motion Expense and Praises the 
Wisconsin Expense Law 





Commissioner Beedle of Wisconsin 
in his report deplores the defeat of the 
bill before the last legislature giving 
the department control over promotion 
of new life companies. He says that 
much misrepresentation and fraud are 
found in stock selling. He states that 
the squandering of 25 percent of stock- 
holders’ contributions for promotion 
expense is unjustifiable and precludes 
the payment of dividends to stockhold- 
ers for years. 

The argument of promoters that they 
desire the stock well distributed and by 
this process a widely scattered lot of 
stockholders boost the company, may 
seem plausible to the unitiated, he says, 
but as soon as the company gets on a 
paying basis, Mr. Beedle declares the 
stock gets into the hands of a favored 
few. He does not believe in widely 
scattered stockholders. He states that 
cohesion is broken down and it is 
easier for high finance manipulators to 
get into the game for their own benefit. 

Speaking of the effect of the new 
laws in his state, Commissioner Beedle 
says there has been a great saving in 
expenses with no lessening of security 
to policyholders. The cost on some 
policies has been reduced $5.57 per 
$1,000. He says there has been consid- 
erable pressure exerted for a more lib- 
eral interpretation of the law relating 
to expense. He infers from this that 
if the decision were left to the com- 
panies it would only be a short time be- 
fore the conditions were as bad as be- 
fore the investigation. 





Allege Misrepresentation 

Several farmers around Shellsburg, 
Towa, have begun suit to recover pre- 
miums which they allege were paid to 
agents of the Michigan Mutual Life un- 
der a misrepresentation as to the kind 
of policy they would receive. The 
agents are Miles & Proctor, state man- 
agers at Cedar Rapids, and E. 
Young. The company is made a de- 





fendant on the ground that it is liable 
as principal. 

One petition alleges that the de- 
fendants represented to the plaintiff that 
a certain form of policy for $5,000 
would at the end of twenty years have 
a guaranteed cash surrender or loan 
value of $5,907.10. He signed the ap- 
plication but the policy that was is- 
sued only had a cash surrender value 
at the end of twenty years of $3,620. 
The plaintiff refused to accept it and 
the suit is brought to recover the $181 
premium. 





ARKANSAS PROMOTION LOOTED 





Meeting of Bankers Reserve Life 
Shows That About All Went 
to the Freebooters 





The Bankers Reserve Life of Arkan- 
sas in being wound up shows the re- 
sults of high finance methods in com- 
pany promotions by land grabbers. P. 

. Shaw was president and W. I. 
Matheny secretary, both of whom had 
been associated with Harry B. Gard- 
ner, who recently blew up in St. Louis. 
At the recent meeting of stockholders it 
developed that Matheny had been fired 
and Shaw had departed. It seems at 
the initial meeting of “dummy” direc- 
tors Shaw and Matheny had been voted 
30 percent of all funds collected as pro- 
motion fees and also had a liberal ex- 
pense allowance. Many of the direc- 
tors, it is said, were found not to have 
contributed anything. Some of the 
stockholders had paid up their stock 
and others were paying in installments. 
A proposition was accepted to merge 
the Bankers Reserve interests with 
those of the Peoples Life of Little 
Rock, with the understanding that no 
attempt would be made to collect on 
the notes given for Bankers Reserve 
stock. A most disgraceful condition of 
affairs was found.

HAVE SEEN NO LIGHT YET 


MAZES OF LIABILITY LAW 





Companies All in Dark as to New 
York Measures—More Legisla- 
tion Expected 





(Prom a Staff Correspondent) 

New York, Sept. 10—Speculation 
still continues rife regarding the possi- 
bility of the various state legislatures 
this winter adopting the features of the 
employers’ liability and compensation 
laws which are already in force in New 
York state. One well-informed liability 
underwriter said that in his opinion the 
New York law, as now on the statute 
books would not become a pattern for 
other states because of the fact that the 
eight dangerous occupations which are 
named as calling for compensation fea- 
tures are generally considered too lim- 
ited in their application for general 
purposes. Although the legislative 
committee was careful to specify only 
those occupations which could not be 
taken out of the state, nevertheless 
there are a great many lines of trade 
which the labor unions think should be 
included under the New York law, and 
it is more than probable that the law 
will be very much broadened at the 
1911 session of the New York legisla- 
ture. For this reason it is argued that 
other states will pass compensation 
laws to make the coverage much 
broader, more after the English fashion 
of compensation laws, so that the busi- 
ness will be placed on a much more 
substantial basis once for all. The in- 
formant referred to said that he would 
not be at all surprised, considering that 
forty-four. state legislatures will be in 
session this winter, to see at least six 
states place on their statute book com- 
plete compensation laws, while un- 
doubtedly there will be a large number 
ef other states in which bills of this 
nature will be introduced but fail of 
adoption. 

Bxtent Was Wot Realized 

The labor unions of the country for 
some years have been working up a 
sentiment favoring the complete in- 
demnification of all employes who are 
injured in their various callings, making 
the employer responsible by law for 
such accidents. The ramifications of 
the new law in New York were prob- 
ably realized but by few people before 
the law became effective and it is safe 
to say that many of the liability under- 
writers themselves failed to appreciate 
at first the extent to which the neces- 
sary indemnity for the eight hazardous 
trades applied. 

Because of the fact that the liability 
companies realize that the contingent 
hazard for other occupations not spe- 
cifically mentioned in the law has 
passed, the rates for such occupations 
as were on the border line, were not 
increased to any great extent. In spite 
of this fact, many opponents of the 
companies are claiming that the com- 

anies are charging for a fictitious 

azard. This idea, however, is prob- 

ably an erroneous one, as, until the 
law is tested in the courts, the com- 
panies are facing the chance of making 
many contingent compensation pay- 
ments. 

It is a very nice point to figure 
on whether the workman not specifi- 
cally mentioned as coming under the 
— of a hazardous trade must 

¢ indemnified by the company he is 
working for in case he is injured about 
a building where work of the hazard- 
ous nature is going on. Naturally the 
companies have got to protect them- 
selves in some manner against all possi- 
ble contingencies of this nature, and, 
antil the law is thoroughly understood, 
and interpreted by numerous test suits, 
@@ ene can state with certainty just 





how far and in what respect the pro- 
visions apply. 
Carry Their Own Insurance 

The most unfortunate tendency of the 
new legislation however, from the in- 
surance standpoint, is the fact that 
many big corporations will be driven to 
carry their own insurance because of 
the large amount of premium required 
by the companies. Liability men in 
New York report that premiums of late 
have been very light, which would seem 
to indicate that the companies are look- 
ing to other ways of providing against 
liability for injuries to their employees. 
However, as one liability man stated 
the other day, it is impossible to tell 
exactly what the result of the new law 
will be until the expiration of policies 
which are now in force. 

The brokers have naturally not taken 
very kindly to the forms exempting the 
companies from liability for compen- 
sation under the old policies in force 
at the time the new law became effect- 
ive. It requires a lot of explaining of 
a very technical character to their cus- 
tomers and makes it doubly hard for 
them to place any new business. This 
is something, of course, which it will 
take some time to properly adjust. 

New Manual Complicated 

In the meantime companies are won- 
dering whether they have charged too 
little on certain possible contingencies, 
and they also have the fear that much 
business will be lost by them owing to 
the possibility of their competitors cut- 
ting the rates in the new manual which 
was recently issued. Every one had a 
good laugh this week when there ap- 
peared in a well-known daily paper a 
display advertisement for a competent 
man who could understand and apply 
the new rates in the liability manual. 
There are several companies that are 
looking for just such a man and several 
company executives are threatened with 
nervous prostration unless they can find 
some one who can understand the new 
order of things. The underwriters here 
are not sure whether the advertisement 
was put in as a joke or merely to 
emphasize the fact that the new rates 
are very difficult of application. They 
are suspicious, however, because the 
company executive who inserted the 
advertisement is known as a great 
joker.

COMMITTEE FAILS TO AGREE 








Much Difference in Opinion Develops 
Among Men Considering the 
Elimination of Frills 





New York, Sept. 14.—(Special)—The 
committee on frills in accident policies 
at the Hartford meeting decided to re- 
port recommendations back to the ex- 
ecutive committee of the International 
Association of Accident Underwriters 
at the Bretton Woods meeting, Sept. 
19. The committee could not agree on 
a report as each member had his own 
idea of what should be eliminated. 
Eliminating optional indemnities was 
one cause of dissension, though it was 
generally agreed that restriction of 
double benefits was advisable. 

Payment for first week’s illness under 
health policies aroused a discussion re- 
sulting in no decision. The cost of ad- 
justing and inspecting claims for two 
or three days’ illness is more than the 
claims themselves usually amount to, 
it was argued. One company favoring 
the elimination of payments for less 
than a week stated that 256 claims oc- 
curred with it during March, 1910, 
which had to be settled under _ this 
clause. 

The report on accumulation changes 
is not likely to zo through. Whereas 
the majority of the companies favor 
most of the changes proposed, the nec- 
essary unanimity on the report is lack- 
ing and it is now believed that the con- 
ference will not come to a final agree- 
ment, but that the matter will be post- 
poned and killed that way. The com- 
mittee on phraseology met Superin- 
tendent Hotchkiss of New York on 
Thursday to confer as to changes made 
necessary by the new standard provi- 
sions law.

NEWS OF FIRE PROTECTION 


MAKES MINNEAPOLIS REPORT 








Engineer Employed by City Recom- 
mends Extensive Improvements 
In Waterworks 
In a report submitted to the city 
council water committee Edward P 
Burch, consulting engineer, who was 
employed by the Minneapolis city coun- 





cil to make an investigation of the city’s 
water system and advise on the ques- 
tion of what should be done to improv 


the water supply, recommends the in 
stallation of two electrically driven, 
centrifugal pumps at the northeast 
pumping station. Each of these pumps 
would have a capacity of 20,000,000 gal 
lons per day and with their installation 
the capacity of the station would be 
increased to 70,000,000 gallons, insuring 
the city a water supply ample for all 
emergencies. Mr. Burch advises the 
city to install electrically driven pumps 
rather than steam pumps because the) 
are efficient, cheaper and will save the 
city in fuel and labor $16,500 per year 
for a period of ten years. Also they 
afford an independent source of power 

He found the system deficient in 
water mains both as to size and num- 
ber, and recommends the installation of 
an additional 36-inch main to extend 
from the reservoir to the west side of 
the river. 

While he praised the northeast pump 
ing station on account of its liberal de- 
sign and adequacy of water passage he 
severely criticized the Camden station 
This was erected twenty-five years ago 
and Mr. Burch found that it was value 
less for hard service. The station has 
not been used for the past five years 
but is held for emergencies and he 
found its equipment “obsolete and in 
efficient,” recommending that it be 
closed. 

The committee viewed the report fav 
orably and it is probable the recom 
mendations will be adopted by the city 
council, though this may not be done 
until after election as it would result in 
reducing the force of men at the north 
east station by one-half. 





Resume Town Inspections 

The Kentucky Fire Prevention Asso 
ciation is scheduled to meet in Madison- 
ville, Ky., this week and make an in- 
spection of the town, where conditions 
have been rather unfavorable. The as- 
sociation had no August inspection, 
but will hold monthly meetings from 
now on. 

A committee appointed to look into 
the Hopkinsville situation, which has 
been complained of, will visit that town 
following the Madisonville meeting. 
Committees are also in the field for the 
purpose of adjusting matters at Clay, 
Flemingsburg and Williamsburg. At 
Barbourville, where some friction de 
veloped, the agents have organized a lo 
cal board and signed an agreement. 





Inspected Wisconsin Towns 

A special committee of the Wiscon- 
sin State Fire Prevention Association 
recently made an inspection of Rhine- 
lander, Wis. The inspections made by 
this committee show an over-abundance 
of the following defects. Defective 
electric wiring; electric light wires on 
metallic supports; rubbish in basements, 
areaways and alleys; oils and oily waste 
unsafely kept. 

The committee suggests that a sys- 
tematic, regular and thorough inspec- 
tion of all business houses be made 
by a member of the fire deparment, who 
should report all defects direct to the 
chief. Three days’ time should be al- 
lowed for remedying defects, and if at 
the end of that time defects are not 
remedied the chief has authority (which 
should be exercised in all instances), 
under the city ordinances, to order ar- 
rest of offenders, who, upon conviction, 
shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than $5 nor more than $25. 

The members of the committee were 
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John W. Head, American Central, 
chairman; Roy E. Hiscox, National of 
Hartford; Frank E. Wright, Consoli- 
dated, and S. S. Summers, deputy fire 
marshal 

The same committee also made an 
inspection of Antigo. The inspection 
showed an over-abundance of the fol- 
lowing defects: Rubbish in basements, 
areaways, alleys and yards. Many old, 
dilapidated sheds in rear of business 
buildings. Electric light wires on me- 
tallic supports. Oils and oily rags and 
waste unsafely kept. Stoves unsafe 
and chimney holes open. : 

The electric wiring is now being 
properly installed. The defective wir- 
ing found by the committee was in the 
older buildings, some of which need 
rewiring entirely. 

The committee suggests that a sys- 
tematic, regular and thorough inspec- 
tion of all business houses be made by 
a member of the fire department, who 
should report all defects in writing or 
on a printed inspection sheet to the 
chief, who should immediately notify 
the owner or occupant of defects found 
and demand that same be remedied at 
once. 





Add Fire Equipment 

Omaha has taken another advanced 
step in the way of fire protection by 
purchasing an automobile for the use 
of the fire chief at a cost of $3,339; and 
likewise South Omaha has gone for- 
ward by the purchase of its first 
steamer, one of the second size, and 
installing it in a fire house convenient 
to the big packing houses. Heretofore 
when there have been big packing house 
fires, the Omaha fire department has 
been called upon for help, but the late- 
ness of the call and the long distance 
to be traveled from the central part of 
Omaha has usually made the arrival too 
late to be of much good. The need of 
an effective fighting force that can re- 
spond promptly to alarms in the pack- 
ing house district has long been felt. 

To Go To Hinton, W. Va. 
The first meeting of the West Vir- 





ginia State Fire Prevention Associa- 
tion will be held at Hinton, W. Va., 
Sept. 16. 


The new association was organized 
by a mail vote. Anyone interested in 
fire prevention is eligible. The mem- 
bers will be urged to go straight to 
Hinton from the White Sulphur Springs 
meeting of the West Virginia Fire Un- 
derwriters Association and all will turn 
in and clean up the town. Every risk 
in the city will be inspected, the owner, 
agent and occupant seen, and whatever 
pressure possible brought to bear to 
zet them to have the risk put in as good 
shape as possible. State Fire Marshal 
Ellison has been doing some good work 
in West Virginia in this direction, es- 
pecially through his bulletin, and is 
heartily in sympathy with the aims of 
the new fire prevention association. 
Either he or some one from his office 
is expected to be at Hinton to give the 
association all encouragement possible 
in this first move towards cleaning up 
West Virginia. 





Akron Takes First Step 

The city council of Akron, Ohio, has 
taken the first decisive step toward se- 
curing a new waterworks system by 
passing an ordinance providing for a 
vote of the electors for a bond issue 
of $750,000 on Oct. 25. Mayor Sawyer 
signed the ordinance while confined to 
his bed with illness and arrangements 
will be completed at once for the vote. 
This amount will be sufficient to make 
the start, but of course other issues 
will have to be made as the money is 
needed in the construction work. A 
hydraulic engineer will be secured 
shortly and his first work will be to 
locate a new water supply. Efforts had 
been made to purchase the old plant 
from the Akron Waterworks Company, 
but the amount asked for it was more 
than the city council is willing to pay.

Question—Our home telephone com- 
pany is incorporated. After incorpora- 
tion they issued and sold $35,000 in 
bonds for the purpose of rebuilding and 
equipping their plant, with J. H. Bar- 
clay named as trustee. There is no 
other debt. Should policies carry a loss 
payable clause in favor of trustee? 
Policies are made to the Peoples Tele- 
phone Company. 

Answer—It is optional with the trus- 
tee and the telephone company whether 
a loss payable clause should be attached 
or not. It is absolutely necessary, how- 
ever, to state the facts on the policy, 
since the mortgage is a chattel mort- 
gage and the policies are void unless 
the condition is made known. 


Question—Are the insured in any 
mutual fire insurance company partners, 
and liable in case of failure to the full 
extent of what they are worth? 

Answer—It is not correct to say that 
the members or insured in a mutual fire 
insurance company are partners. Part- 
nership is a very serious legal relation 
and involves a great deal that is not 
involved in membership in a mutual in- 
surance company. However, there are 


mutual companies in which the liability : 


of the members for loss is unlimited. 
Question—A lady dies owning a piece 
of property and an administrator is ap- 
pointed to settle the estate. Fire oc- 
curs burning the property, which is in- 
sured. Should the insurance money be 
paid to the estate and the residue di- 
vided between the heirs according to 
the will or should same be paid to the 
heirs direct? There was a petition in 
court to sell real estate to pay debts at 
the time fire occurred. 
Answer—According to the Ohio law 
an estate descends direct to the heirs 
subject to the rights of creditors to 
have their debts paid out of a or 
erty which the decedent owned. 'T 
petition having been filed in court Pa 








is certainly a question whether the 
creditors, that is, the administrator, who 
represents the creditors, did not have 
an interest in the real estate that was 
burned. An insurance company would 
not be safe in settling unless it got a 
release sanctioned by the probate court. 
If the parties so involved cannot come 
to an agreement, that is, if an adjust- 
ment cannot be made in which both 
administrator and the heirs join, about 
the only thing the company can do is 
to file an interpleader in the common 
pleas court, stating that the money is 
claimed by both the parties and paying 
the money into court. This will let 
the company out and the heirs ana cred- 
itors can fight it out among tfiemselves. 

Question—We have a problem which 
to us is the most unsatisfactory fea- 
ture we have ever experienced in the 
insurance question. The phraseologies 
of the fire and cyclone policies are the 
cause of our discussion. In the former, 
the contract states to the effect that 
in case our plant should be damaged 
by wind, then immediately our insur- 
ance ceases. The cyclone contract in 
effect states that it does not cover any 
loss caused by fire which may result 
after the wind has damaged our plant. 

In other words, if we carry $100,000 
fire insurance and $25,000 wind insur- 
ance( the necessary amounts for proper 
protection) and while our insurance is 
in force a wind storm damages our 
plant and causes a fire to ensue which 
effects a complete and total loss, we 
can only collect that part of the wind 
storm insurance which can be shown 
to be due to the damage by wind. At 
least we are subject to an unprotected 
loss of $75,000. 

There exists a gap caused by the con- 
ditions of these two contracts which 
leaves the assured helpless. Though we 
carry fire insurance, we are not fully 
protected from fire. We also carry 
wind storm protection, and we are not 
fully protected on damage that might 
be directly caused by a wind storm. 
It would certainly be a source of great 
satisfaction if you can advise us how 
we can get this gap closed and know 
that we have full protection. 

Answer—We do not know of any way 
in which you can close the gap in your 
insurance protection. Your fire insur- 
ance policies provide “if a building or 
any part thereof fall, except as the re- 
sult of fire, the insurance by this policy 
on such building or its contents shall 
immediately cease.” The effect of this 
is that if a building is thrown down by 
a cyclone the property in the ruins is 
not protected against fire. A company 
cannot afford to insure such ruins for 
many reasons. One of the strongest 
reasons is that if the ruins took fire it 
would be impossible to ascertain what 
the property was worth when the fire 
broke out. 

The language of a tornado policy is as 
follows: 

“In case of fire occurring subsequent 
to any loss or damage by tornado, wind 
storm or cyclone, this company shall 
be liable under this policy only for such 


loss or damage as occurred previous to 
said loss or damage by fire and for no 
loss by fire whatever.” 

As companies cannot undertake to in- 
sure a pile of wreckage under the fire 
policy, nor to pay for ie damage under 
the tornado policy, there is nothing that 
can be done to protect the assured be- 
yond the carrying of a very full line of 
tornado insurance. 

The fire policy is not made void by 
the falling of the roof, or items of that 
kind, but the falling of a wall or any 
substantial portion of the building 
would necessarily void the fire policy. 

Question—Will you kindly advise us 
whether, under the standard policy of. 
Wisconsin a steam thresher permit is 
required on a farm policy. In other 
words, in case a farmer has a fire caused’ 
by a steam thresher can he collect the 
loss from the insurance company if 
there is no steam threshing permit at- 
tached? It seems to us that a permit is 
as necessary aS a gasolene stove or 
gasolene lighting permit. 

Answer—We are informed that the 
use of steam threshing outfit on prop- 
erty insured under the standard policy 
of Wisconsin is undoubtedly an increase 
of hazard that would void the policy. 
A permit should be attached. 


Question—Is it proper to write a pol- 
icy under a store name as, “The Shoe 
Market?” Ought not the policy to be 
written in the names of the several 
partners, “doing business as ‘The Shoe 
Market,’” or is it necessary to more 
than mention the names of the assured? 

Answer—It is not proper to write a 
policy under a store name, as “The 
Shoe Market,” unless there is a firm 
organized under that name. The policy 
should be issued under the name of the 
firm, as “Doe & Roe, doing business as 
The Shoe Market.” If the firm name is 
used it is not necessary to name the 
partners, although it is just as well to 
do so. 

Question—One of our clients manu 
factures implements and wagons and 
sends its product practically to all parts 
of the United States. It desires to have 
a floater policy covering goods in tran- 
sit and goods stored at all points where 
the owner does not carry specific insur-: 
ance. Can you tell us from what com-i 
pany we may secure such policy, and 
approximately what the rate will be?! 

Answer—We do not know of any! 
place where such insurance can be ob-: 
tained except from London Lloyds. 
The rate will have to be made in Lon- 
don when the proposition is submitted. 
The correspondents of Lloyds in this 
country, we believe, do not have auther- 
ity to bind such a risk.
